Big Cotton Crop in Mexico. 

Mexico City.—Last year’s cotton 
crop was 75,000 bales. The lowest es¬ 
timate for the present year is 90,0(K) 
and possibly 100,000 'nales. The cot¬ 
ton produced in the republic is about 
one-third of the quantity required for 
native mills. The annual increase in 
acreage is smaller. Reports of expe¬ 
riments with the cotton tree are not 
very satisfactory, and it is not likely 
that cotton from this source will for 
a long time be bad in quantities to 
affect the market.

GRANDSON OF A KING. 


Uelution of the New Secretory of the 
Navy to the Boiiapartes. 

Charles J. Bonaparte, the new Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy, concerns himself 
little about his royal origin. His grand¬ 
mother, Ellzahedi I’atterson, was the 
reigning belle of Baltimore when Nit- 
poleou’s brother. Jerome, afterward 
King of Westphalia, visited it. They 
first saw each other at a race course. 
A few days later Jerome was Intro¬ 
duced to -Miss I’atterson. witli whom 
he fell madly lu love. He determined 
on iimkliig her his wife and they were 
soon hothrotlied. 

When the French consul at Wash¬ 
ington tieard what Jerome had done 
he was beside himself with rage and 
terror. What would Napoleon say? 
He paled at the thought anil alter¬ 
nately tore Ills hair and said naughty 
words In choice I’arislaii. He drove to 
Baltimore and Implored the young 
mail lu vain to break olf the match. 
But the marriage took place, and the 
consul, making a virtue of necessity, 
graced the oeeasloii with his preseiiee. 
When Napoleon heard of the iiuptinls 
he was furious. He liiiiiieiUately for¬ 
bade the consul to advance .Toi'ome 
any funds and warned every Freneli 
sliip i-aptaiii not to take on board 
•■(.’itizeii Bonaparte and the young per¬ 
son to whom he had attached liimself.” 
Three years later the eonple .sailed to 
Lisbon In one of .Mrs. Bonaparte’s 
father's sliqis, hut the woman was not 
allowed to huiii. .Vii aiiihassador from 
.Napoleon waited upon her and asked 
what he could do for "Miss I’atter.soii.” 
She looked him liuiiglitily in the (ace 
and replied: 

"Tell your master that Mine. Bona¬ 
parte is umbitious and deinaiids her 
rights as a member of the Imperial 
family.” 

Jerome hastened to I’arls. hoping to 
win over Napoleon. For a time the 
Emperor refused to see him. When 
at length he was admitted to Ills 
brother's presence lie pleaded with 
tears in tils eyes on behalf of the

Bonaparte’s return to 
Baltimore Jerome offered her a title 
and an annual income of $00,000, but 
she declined it, saying that “Westpha¬ 
lia was a very large country, but It 
was too small to hold two queens.”

THE DIO SMELTER. 

The contest for tne liig smelting 
and refining works which the Guggen- 
lieims have decided to establish on 
.San Francisco Bay narrowed down to 
:A choice between tiiis place and Point 
Kiohmond iiefore the Guggenheim 
pHople left for the East. 

It now looks as if this thriving 
young industrial city is to be cliosen 
. av-er Point Kichmoiid. Upon this 
■sabject the San Francisco Call of 
Monday says: 

The return to tliis city of E. B. 
Hraden, local reiiresentativo of the 
Bmelter trust, has been followed by a 
report, emanating from a reliable 
«ouroe, that the Guggeubeims have 
(iractically selected a site for their 
proposed big smelter and refinery on 
'San Bruno Point, which lies soutli of 
tlunters Point on the bay shore. 

It is said that the point meets near¬ 
ly every requirement of the trust, es- 
pooially iu the lact that the locality 
as 80 remote from the city and its 
populated suburbs that all objections 
against smoke and fumes will be over- 
Trtume. 

The site is said to include a sulli- 
oiont acreage for all the needs of a 
amelter plant. Kailroad conneotious 
ui the only matter that is worrying 
the trust people, who are anxious to 
oiake their plant accessible to the 
Santa Fe line as well as to that of the 
Southern Pacific. The latter can eas¬ 
ily extend its rails from its yards 
south of this city to San Bruno Point, 
lu the case of the Santa Fe, however, 
it will probably be necessary for it to 
reach the property by way of the wa¬ 
ter, and iu view of this possibility the 
smelter people are now figuring on 
extensive plans for dredging the water 
*ront portion of the point and cou- 
stracting 3000 feet of trestle out into 
the bay.

insurmountable obstacle. M. l.obel claims to have inter¬ 
ested .Americans. English and European capital in the en¬ 
terprise. and an advisory committee of American and Cana¬ 
dian engineers has been appointed to look after the inter¬ 
ests of the project on this side of the .\tlnntic. 

The idea of an all-rail route from New Y'ork to Paris 
originated with M, l.obel seven years ago. As a member 
of the Paris Geographical Society he visited .Ylaska back 
in 1S98, and the feasibility of the Trans-Ahiska-Siberian 
Railway, as the projected road is known, occurred to him. 
He studied the geology and climate of the country, made 
soundings 


of Behring Straits, which it is proposed to tun¬ 
nel. and since then has devoted his entire time to the pro¬ 
motion of the enterprise. 

At the point where his rails would reach the water in 
Alaska at Cape Prince of Wales, and Cape Siberia at East 
Cape, the Behring Strait is only thirty-six miles wide. The 
chances of succes.sful ferriage across the water were long 
under discussion, while even a gigantic bridge was sug¬ 
gested to joint the two continents. These plans, however, 
did not seem to meet the favor of many of the engineers 
he had consulted, and then M. de Lobel conceived the idea 
of a tunnel under the straits, and this has been deemed, 
after investigation, entirely practicable. 

Naturally the most difficult part of the project will be 
the con.struction of the tunnel, but the best sense of the 
engineers is that this work can be accomplished. The

Three Hamlets to Be Obliterated to In¬ 
crease New York’s Water Bnppiy. 
Three more of the Croton valley s 
most picturesque villages are soon to 
be obliterated to meet the ever-increas¬ 
ing demand of New York City for wa¬ 
ter. The hamlets doomed by the wa¬ 
tershed authorities are Croton Falls, 
Cross River and a part of tlie town of 
Somers. The houses, churches, stores, 
shops and even the cemeteries are to 
be blotted out, leaving only the bare 
land, which will be flooded with wa¬ 
ter, making two lakes, each about four 
miles long. The flist of the Tillages 
to go will be Cross River, where New 
York has begun the erwtJon of an im¬ 
mense dam to cost $3,(KX),C)00, one of 
the busiest manufacturing centers of 
Westchester County. It h.as a popula¬ 
tion of 5f)0, with a postoffloe, three 
churches, two schools, a cemetery and 
a half dozen stores and shops.

MEERSCHAUM PIPES 

A Test I)y Which to Tell the Genuine 
from the Spurious. 

Om-e upioii a time there was a man 
who '•■pjciit eight of the best years of 
his life coloring a meerschaum pipe, 
only to find at the end of tlmt p)eriod 
that he had been nursing a p)iece of 
’■iiiassakopjfc” instead of the genuine 
"ecnmc de nier." The "massakopife” 
is a coinpiosition made of the piarings 
of genuine nicersclianm and a mineral 
clay. The piarings are triturated to a 
fine powder, iMiiled in water anil mold¬ 
ed into hlocks, with or without the 
addition of clay. Each block is then 
cut into a bowl, but as it contracts 
coiisiileraldy it must lie left some time 
to dry. These bowls are distinguished 
from the genuine meersehaum by their 
greater spieeitie gravity, hut there is 
no absolutely eerlaiu test by whieh 
the real meerschaum can he told from 
the eomiiositioii. 

In forming a pipe from “erume de 
mei'” the silicate of imignesia is pire- 
piareil for the opieration by sotikiiig hi 
a composition of wax, oil and fats. 
The wax and oil ahsorlied by the 
meersehaum are the cause of tlie color 
pnidueeil by smoking. ’I'he heat of 
the huruiiig tobacco eatises the wax 
ntul fatty suhstaiiees to piass through 
the .stages of a dry distillation, and, 
beeomiiig associated with flic pu-odiiets 
of the (lislillatioii of the toliaeeo, they 
are diffused tnroiigh tlie suhstaiiees of 
the howl, piroiiiiciiig those gradations 
of tint which are so much prized, lii 
some eases tlie howls are arlifleially 
colored l>y dipiping them. Iiefore heiiig 
soaked in wax. in a solution of siil- 
pihate of iron, eiHiei- alone or mixed 
with ilragon’s blood. 

(looii meersehaum is soft eiiougli to 
be iiideiiteil by the thiimli nail. It 
yields readily lo tlm knife, ''siiecially 
after having heen wetted. Tliere are 
various densiiies. Some kinds sink in 
xvater; otliers float on the surface. 
Those of meilimn density are iireferred 
h.v tlie piipe malier. for t!ie liglit varie¬ 
ties are porons am! even eavernons. 
Many jnd.g 's -ws'im" Unit tlm heavier 
kinds are ‘-••o'toes. Imt iliere is no ah- 
soliile piroof ;lial such is Hie ease. 
negative may he meiiHoiied. T!:e 
ponqiosition howls never e.xliilct those 
little hlemislies which result from tlie 
piresem')' of foreign bodies in the nat¬ 
ural ineerseliaiim. Therefore if a 
hlemisli orciirs in a meerschaum howl, 
wliicli is ver.v frequently tlie case, the 
genuiiieiie.ss of tile howl is rein. ..d 
most prohahle. But as blemishes do 
not sliow until after the liowl has heen 
used for some time the test is not of 
nnieh value.—New York I’rcss.
